The question of foreign’ loans for industrial, 
eommercial, and railwsy development in Chins 
is ono of the most burning: probloms with the 
Chineso at tho —— doy. It has troubled: 
snd is-still troubling their minds, and evory 
‘endeavour is being made to settle it by means ' 
that will: producetho moat. satisfactory: results . 
both to China and tho foreign syndicates con- 
cerned, A decado or so ago the people paid 
scarcely avy attention to any question of this 
kind; now it is on the lips of every thinking 
Chineso and forms the great theme of discussion 
in the Chinese Presa which, though of compara- 
tively recont birth, is wielding a mighty influence 


6 nmoulding public opinion. Thisstriking change 


in tho national apirit of the people would not bo| 
regarded as surprising when it is remembered 
thet conditions in tho Empire were quite 
different then from what they are now. Broadly 
speakiig, tho Chinese focussed their interosta 
iu the affairs of their family circles, outside 


‘j-which-overything else was rogarded. with ‘in- 


difference... They held firmly to the principle of 
minding one’s own business, With the rapid: 
changes, not to say progress, sho has undergone, 
however, the China of to-day ia not the same 
Chins as that of ten or twenty years ago, and os 
affaira within hor bordors have rvached such a 
stagethat her people arent last compelled to adopt 
a different policy, they are determined to ascor- 
tain what is wrong with their country and to 
devise: methods: for its remedy.. By ostablish- 
ment of numerous modern schools and colleges 
in the tariona proviness, Western learning is 
fast spreading. throughout tho. land, ond the 
people, tought by the experience of past and 
present events,.are beginning to see aa they 
never saw and to think es they nevor thought 
before. They are consirained to use their eyes 
and ears and reasoning fscultica in the hopo 
of. improving China and of freeing hor 
with the help-and advice of foreign’ friends 
who aré deeply interested in her well-being. 
Foreign loans of the kind sbove mentioned 
are viewed by the Chinese in two different 
ways; either 58 ono of the harmful agoncies 
or, if properly cuntrasted aud the . terms 
of the agreement te ftrictly adhered to 
as agreat blessing to the country. Chins, as 
nted out and emphasized from time to time 
in the Chineso Press, has no objection whatever

A paper on the Rule of the Road on Land 
was road at the 26th Conference of tho Interna- 
tional Law Association by Mr. R. P. Mahaffy.
